(bat befell him iu the course of an ele- 
phant hnut in tbe forests of" Mobnnga, 
R district near tbe upper 'RODEO river. 
This country, -which is inhabited by 
Mobuuga cannibals, bad not been visit- 
ed by n v9bUa mnu before. Having been j 
successful in reaching a favoritegronud : 
for elepbants, his guides left; the hunter

nt^midnight, returning in their canoe, 


".After flonndering about for some 


time," he says', "I at length found.an 
elephant path, 
The cane was trodden 


into the sodden ground about four feet 
in width, aud the path led straight 
across tho middle of tbo bamboo patch. 
On either side of the path the cane grew 
so thickly that I found it nlinoso impos- 
sible to penetrate. A storm was raging, 
I distinctly 
heard elephants foroitig 


tbeir way through the forest iu order 
evidently to reach gonio open space 
•where they might be safe from falling 
trees, 


"Iu tho intermittent flashes of light- 


Ding I occasionally got a glimpse of 
their great, ghostly forms approaching 
tbfl cane patch, aud as tho storm in- 
creased injury tbe sound of elepbauts 
stampeding in al! directions throngh tho 
thick mass of bamboos impressed i«e in 
a most uncomfortable manner. Each 
moment I feared being trampled. Tho 
floundering, heavy footsteps occasional- 
ly seemed to approach within a few 
yards of mo, aud I distinctly heard the

"The storm ceased as suddenly as it 


came, and iu the subsequent laH there 
Uvos a constrmt dripping of water iu tbe 
forest mid the Eoimd otfalliug branches, 
Tho c.lo«i"iuts eppiared (o ha standing 
motionless, cud Iho air was once again 
filled with tbe eternal music of laostjpj 
toes. 


"With the first indication cf dawn 


my spirits rose, and I carctully wiped 
tho uiud irom i»y rifle with the ragged 
sleeve cf my shirt, 
While it was still 


too dark to disticguisb tbe snrrouml- 
iugs, I conld plainly hear elephauts 
stirring iu all directions.

Eotue little distance a)oug the sloppy 
path, I suddenly distinguished the out- 
line of an elephant's bead and back cat- 
tiug sharp against the gray inornius 
sky. It was impossible- iu that light to

"Wheu within what I judge/. 


20 paces of my elephant, I was just u. 9 


to dit-ceni his cars, flapping tr.aeir.ujV- 
Jonlly to beat off the ruosquiloes aucV 
sand flies that hovered arouud him, and 
his trunk swinging listlessly amoug tho 
trampled cane, as if in search of some- 
thing edible. Gradually I noticed P cer- 
tain restiveness, as though the auituul 
was conscious of danger. 
Raising his 


trnuk in tho air, ho sniffed iu various 
directions until his head was turued 
straight toward me. 


"Realizing that my presence was dis- 


covered and that there was uot an in- 
stant to lose, I took a steady aim at .bis 
left shoulder aud fired. Tho recoil of 
my eight boro rifle knocked me back- 
ward, and aslstruggled ia the cano eu- 
tangled slush, enveloped iu smoke, I 
was conscious cf a deafening uproar. 'Ibe

Perhaps 
one of the saddest of the many benefits 
which have been celebrated at Drury 
Lane was that given on Jnue 27 lb'38 
for Grimaldi, the greatest clown the 
stage has known, when the heartbroken 
old man was wheeled on to the stage in 
i.n armchair and hopelessly broke down 
in his endeavor to sing his oace famons 
ditty "Hot Codlins" The dd man's 
memory had completely forsaken him. 
On that ocoosion a sum of £1,700 was 
realized, which for many years remain- 
ed a record.—St. James Gazette.
